The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art is EISHUN, which pertain to an ophthalmic composition, which teaches using 
stabilizers, but fail to teach stabilizers, such as xanthan, guar and tragacanth gums, 
hydroxypropyl methylcellulose and microcrystalline cellulose and polyvinyl pyrrolidone 
will result In a physio-chemically stable composition for oral usage, wherein not all 
stabilizers, such as Carbopol, will result in a physio-chemically stable composition.
